THE ADAMS CLAIM POPS UP

A PECULIAR CASE. 


A Stolen Watch Kecovered Afier 
Many Months. 

Yesterday afternoon a man named 
Thomas Gordon rushed into the police 
station and asked for an officer to go 
with him while he demanded his watch 
from a man across the street. Officer 
Farmer went with him, and as the dis- 
cussion between the two men got very 
warm, he brought both of them to the 
station, where the other man gave the 
name of Thomas Waite. Waite was 
questioned at some length, and his 
story being very fishy, he was booked 
for grand larceny and taken before 
Justice Austin, who held bim to answer 
to the charge, with bail fixed at $1000, 
in default ot which he was sent to jail. 

The story is a peculiar one. Gordon 
bought his watch, a geld, hunting-case 
timepiece, from ca ordlinger, in this 
city, on the 3d of September, 1888. He 
wore it continuously uutil November 
Ist last, when it mysteriously disap- 
peared. Gordon at that time was. 
working in the Wiley Cafion,. near 
Newhall, drilling an oil well, with four 
men, oue of whom was Waite. Search 
was made for the watch at the time, 
butit could not be feund, and shortly 
after Gordon came to this city, where 
he has since been living. He called at 
Nordlinger’s shortly ‘after bis arrival 
ireported the loss of the watch, 
but as be bad not heaid anyt 
he bad F Abe it up several months ago as 
lost, Yesterday morning as he wus 
passing Nordlinger’s store, one of the 
clerks, Jacob Aronson, called him in 
and told him he had seen his watch in 
the possession of a man whom Gordon 
recognized by the description as Waite. 


Waite denied all knowledge of the 
watch, and he then complained at the 
police station. The watch was fully 
identified by Aronson, by the number, 
which was entered in a book at the 
time of the sale. Waite claimed that 
he traded a horse for the watch, but 
his story was so fishy that even the 
judge on the bench had to smile, and 
© was committed in short order.

SOME TALK ABOUT THE “DIVINE 
INSTITUTION.” 


Marriage Is Not a Failure, but 
Some Married People Are—The 
Reason Why They Go Wrong—A 
Chapter on Soups—Notes. 


I chanced to drop in upon a number 
of ladies the other day, who were dis- 
cussing: that much-mooted question,

‘hat marriage is not always con- 
ducive to happiness is not the fault of 
the institution, but ot the individual.

eeling be strengthened; let the heart 
of each be to the other as an open 
book; let them both labor for the same 
ends; share the same pleasures; bear 
the same burdens, and in. matters 
where differences of opinion must 
arise, let them agree to disagree, 
and life will to them 
more complete, more satisfying and 
freer from loneliness and sorrow than 
if lived singly. Marriage will not 
prove a failure where this perfect com- 
panionship is found.

uptation, strong and unwavering as 
itis in its devotion. The atmosphere 
of such married life is one of mutual 
confidence; of mutual devotion; of 
unfailing sympathy and of sweetest 
content. hat though adversity 
comes! What though there is business 
failure and disappointed hopes! What 
if other friends prove false, and those 
whom we trusted prove themselves 
traitors, still the feeling is ‘‘all is not 
lost for have we not each other?”’

families.” If your home, my sisters, is 
not all that you desire, study yourselves 
first of all, and weed out every fault 
that you discover. It isthe little foxes 
that destroy the vines. Treat your 
husband with the same courtesy and 
consideration that you did your lover. 
Study to make the most of your per- 
sonal charms for his sake, and as the 
years lay their weight upon you, seek 
to “grow old gracefully,’’ and, if your 
husband is worthy of your love, you 
can by these means hold him until the 
end, and you will be one of the last to 
declare that marriage is a-failure.

I propose to give you today achapter 
on soups, the directions for which I 
find in the Ladies’ Home Journal. 
Here are the directions for stock mak- 
ing, which is the most important fea- 
ture, and which when completed leaves 


‘comparatively little to be done to in-| P 


sure excellent results: 

*“Havea good, strong stock-pot. I 
preter those made of well-tinned iron, 
us they are so easily kept clean—and 
inthe making of stock cleanliness is 
of the highest importance—and into 
this throw all the bones, scraps and 
trimmings from all sorts of meat, 
game, poultry, etc., either cooked or 
uncooked; also the rind of ham an 
bacon after being well scalded and 
scraped. In fact, nothing that con- 
tains even the smallest amount of 
nourishment should ever be thrown 
away as useless until it has passed 
through the ordeal of the  stock- 
pot. If it happens sometimés that 
there isa scarcity of ds of ends 
two or three pennyworth of fresh 
bones can be procured at the butcher’s 
and will answer the purpose splendidly. 
Cover the contents of the atock-pot 
with cold water, add a- seasoning of 
salt, and stew very gently on the stove 
for at least twelve bours. When all 
the good has been obtained, strain off 
the liquid into a clean bowl—it must 
never be allowed to stand over night 
in a metal vessel—and when quitecold, 
remove the cake of fat which will 
probably settle on the top. White 
stock is made from the bones of poul- 
try, veal, cow-heel, calf’s feet and such 
like; brown stock is made from the re- 
mains and bones of beef, game, etc, 
If thought advisable, the stock may be 
flavored by adding a few cut-up vege- 
tables orherbs to the otheringredients, 
but it is generally found better to make 
it quite plain, then it does for apy kind 
of soup that is required.”’ 

Ozxz-tail Soup.—VPrepare in the usual 
manner about a quart of flavoring 
vegetables and throw them into cold 
water until required. Divide a large, 
fleshy tail into pieces an inch-and-a- 
half long; trim away the fat, and fry 
the pieces in boiling fat until colored a 
rich brown; drain them and put them 
into a saucepan with the prepared veg- 
etables,a bunch of savory herbs, a 
seasoning of salt and pepper, and two 
quarts of good brown stock. Bring to 
the boil, then simmer gently from an 
hour and a half to two hours, by which 
time the ingredients will be thor- 
oughly soft and well cooked. Remove 
the pieces of tail and throw them 
quickly into very cold water, This is 
done in order to stiffen the fat sur- 
rounding each piece and to render its

Celery Soup.—Chop up finely the 
white part of four heads of fresh celery 
and two medium-sized oniong;and put 
them into a saucepan with t#o ounces 
of butter anda breakfast cupful of 
clear white stock. Stew overa gentle 
fire until the vegetables are quite soft, 
then add three pints more stock an 
bring to a boil. Draw the saucepan to 
one side, stir in four well-beaten eggs 
and a cupful of warm cream, and con- 


tinue stirring until the soup becomes. 


the thickness of rich cream, but it 
must not, om any account, boil after 
the eggs are added. Serve in the usual 
manner, with toasted dice, or daintly 
fried croutons. 

Soup a la Bruxelles.—Soak a teacup- 
ful of dried green peas over night in 
cold water. Next day prepare in the 
usual way a large carrot, a turnip, 
halt ahead of celery and an onion; 
chop these small and put them into a 
saucepan with alittle salt and pepper, 
the peas, which bave been carefully 
drained, a slice of butter and a tea- 
spoonful of fine castor sugar, and fry 
over a moderate fire for eight or ten 
minutes. Then add two heads of let- 
tuce cut up fine, some chopped tarra- 
gon and parsley, two quarts of good, 
strong white stock, and two table- 
spoonsuls of flour mixed to a smooth 
paste with cold water. Boil gently for 
three-quarters of ap hour, then thicken 
with two well-beaten eggs, and stir in 
in a teacupful of thick cream, but do 
not allow the soup to boil again. As- 
certain that the seasoning is correct, 
pour into a hot tureen, and serve.
